GENEVA (KyodoReuter) — 
The British delegation to the 
East-West foreign ministers’ 
conference was authoritatively 
reported Wednesday to believe 
that a Big Four summit meet- 
ing is likely toward the end 
of this year or early in 1960. 


The belief in the British dele- 
gation was that the coming ex- 
change of visits between Pres- 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev would lead natural-, 
ly to the summit.

Ellen May Spare 
Japan Full Impact 


Typhoon Ellen, now east of 
Okinawa and traveling in a 
north-northwesterly direction at 
a speed between 15 and 20 kilo 
meters an hour, is likely to 
spare the Japanese islands from 
its full impact, according to 
weathermen. 

The Meteorological Agency, in 
an announcement at 5 p.m. yes- 
terday, located the typhoon at 
a point 100 kilometers south- 
west of Amami Oshima and 
predicted it would reach a point 
about 200 kilometers southwest 
of Kagoshima this morning. 

Ships in the East China Sea 
and around the western coasts 
of Kyushu were warned against 
approaching storms. With a 
central barometric reading of 
. 970 millibars, the typhoon was 
reported to be generating gales 
of 25 to 50 meters per second. 

Approximately 250 passenger 
ships and fishing boats have 
taken shelter in the ports. of 
Kagoshima and Yamakawa, and 
shipping services between Oki- 
nawa, Tanegashima and Yaku- 
shima have been suspended.

HIROSHIMA (Kyodo)—The plenary session of the fifth World 
Convention Against Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs got under way 
yesterday evening at the Peace Square here. 

About 15,000 Japanese and 85 persons from 24 foreign coun- 
tries attended the session which opened at 7:40 p.m. 


Kokai Handa, honorary priest 
of the Zenkoji Temple, deciar- 
ed the plenary session open.

The Japan Red Cross pro- 
posed to the North Korean Red 
Cross yesterday afternoon that 
the agreement on voluntary re 
partiation of Koreans in Japan 
to North Korea be signed in

The posal was made in a

The target date is thus tenta- 
tively set early next week but 
will probably be definitely de- 
cided after consultations with 
the North Koreans. 

As soon as CICR sends its rep- 
resentatives to Japan after for- 
mally agreeing to intervene in 
the repatriation program, appli- 
cations will be accepted from 
Koreans in Japan wishing to re- 
turn to North Korea.

One of the main purposes of 
any such trip, according to the 
informants, is to enable Khrush- 
chev to report to and consult 
with his partners after visiting 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
in Washington and before re- 
ceiving him in Moscow.

Sihanouk’s 
Saigon Talks 
Seen Success 


SAIGON (AP)—Cambodia’s 
Premier Prince Norodom Siha- 
nouk left Wednesday for home 
and Western observers here said 
“Indochina’s little summit talks 
have been u success—there is 
a thaw in the cold war between 
Cambodia and Vietnam.” 


After three days of closed dis- 
cussions with South Vietnam's 
President Ngo Dinh Diem, Siha- 
nouk, who came here on a “pri- 
vate visit,” has apparently laid 
foundations for future agree- 
ment between the two countries 
on two important points—trade 

and terrorism. 


According to a Sihanouk aide 
here, the two chiefs of state de- 


‘cided to start trade between the 


two countries immediately. 

Cambodian-Vietnamese trade 
ground to almost a complete 
halt over a year ago when the 
Cambodian Government accused 
Vietnamese troops of border vio- 
lations. 

An aide said Ngo and Siha- 
nouk also reached an under- 
standing on what to do about 
Communist terrorists hidden in 
Cambodian territory. 

Sihanouk didn’t agree to give 
Vietnamese troops the right of 
Pursuit into Cambodian terri- 
tory. However, he promised 
that Cambodian civil and mil 
tary authorities will work with 
their Vietnamese counterparts 
to track down terrorists seeking 
refuge in Cambodia. 

In the past, South Vietnam 
has alleged that Cambodia har 
given sanctuary to Communist 
terrorists who periodically raid 
South Vietnam. 

In return, the Cambodian 
Government has charged South 
Vietnamese troops with frequent 
violations of the Cambodian 
frontier. 

This, according to diplomatic 
observers, has been one of the 
main stumbling blocks to an 
agreement between the two na- 
tions in the past. 

Sihanouk, accompanied by 
his Foreign Minister Son Sann 
and Minister of Defense General 
Lon Nol, was seen off at the air- 
port by Vice President Nguyen 
Ngoc Tho, plus the entire Viet- 
namese Cabinet and 
the diplomatic corps. 

An American source here said 
Sihanouk and Ngo have suc 
cessfully worked out a new and 
hopeful phase in Cambodian-

TAIPEI (UPI) — Nationalist 
China will take legal stéps to 
stop local piracy of the scholar- 
ly Encyclopedia Britannica, the 
official Central Daily News said 
Wednesday. 

The decision represents the 
first major move by the Na- 
tionalist Government to halt 
Taiwan's growing business of 
reprinting foreign books with- 
out copyright permission. 

The Central Daily News, an 
organ of the Government's 
ruling Kuomintang (Nationalist 
Party), said the Government 
has agreed to accept the Britain- 
nica for copyright under Chi 
nese law. 

At least 3,000 sets of the 24 
volume Encyclopedia have been 
reprinted by pfoto offset in Tai- 
pei and sold for about one-sixth 
the price of the authorized edi 
tion. 


Britannica have been shipped to 
the U.S, publishing circles said. 
American textbooks, 
and syndicated newspaper 
articles have been printed in 
Taiwan without royalty pay- 
ments because the Nationalist 
Government is not a member of 
the International Copyright 
Union and does not recognize 
copyright laws of other na- 
tions. 

Nearly every phongraph rec- 
ord imported into Taiwan is 
repressed locally, and US. 
trademarks often appear on 
locally or Hongkong-manufac- 
tured goods. 

The Nationalist Chinese Cabi- 
net will grant temporary copy- 
rights to the Britannica while 
new copyright bill is being 
drafted for Parliament, the 
Central Daily News said.

14, 1958. An American nuclear 
test had preceded the rainfall. 


Both American and Japanese 
doctors who examined the Ta- 
kuyo and the 50 persons aboard 
at the time said there was no 
evidence of a harmful dose of 
radiation, although a number of 
crewmen showed a drop in 
white blood corpuscles. Yomi- 
said they included Nagario, 


There were unconfirmed re- 
ports the entire crew of the Ta- 
kuyo would be recalled for 
further medical checks. The 
Maritime Safety Agency said 
the Takuyo’s scheduled sailing 
for Hokkaido had been cancel- 
ed, but would not say if up- 
coming medical examinations 
were the cause.

City of Otsu 
Is Renowned 
Tourist Spot 


On the southern shore of 
Lake Biwa, the nation’s biggest 
lake is Otsu an ancient city 
steeped in poetry and history 
with green mountains at its 
back. 


People started living in the 
lake district only a short period 
after the first groups of Japa 
nese ancestors settled in this is- 
land country, according to his- 
torical documents. The rest 
dents of lakeside villages at 
that time made their living by 
hunting and fishing, thanks to 
abundant game in the area. The 
remains of these lakeside vil- 
lages are still seen in Ishiyama 
and Shiga, neighboring towns of 
Otsu, today. 

These ancient people in the 
area later started land cultiva- 
tion and built farming commu- 
nities at Zeze, Tanoue and many 
other places around Otsu. 


As Japanese imperial system 
in old days was gradually or- 
ganized, the emperor Tenchi set 
up als capital in Otsu in 667 
A.D. with help from powerful 
clans of the area, to start the 
first prosperous period of the 
Nara Era. Remains of this peri- 
od are preserved in Shiga 
whereas the Emperor Tenchi is 
enshrined at the Omi Shrine 


near Otsu. Ishiyama and Koku- pa 


bunji temples are both believed 
— have been built in this pert 


After the capital was transfer- 
ed to Kyoto in 794, Otsu became 
a traffic and military terminal 
city. With the growth of Bud- 
dhism in this country in those 
days, the Enryakuji Temple 
was constructed on Mt. Hiel, 
situated between Otsu and Kyo 
to. As a result Otsu itself de- 
veloped as an eastern gateway 
to the then holy mountain. 

On the other hand, courtiers 
and men of high rank in this 
period who came to realize the 
the scenic beauty of Otsu nam- 
ed it one of the most beautiful 
places of Japan. 

As Japan was thrown into a 
confusion >of civil wars in the 
15th century, Otsu became. a 
gathering place of refugees who 
sought shelter from the disast- 
ers of wars. After Toyotormni 
Hideyoshi quelled the civil wars 
late in the 16th century, Otsu 

into a commercial 
center for the transportation of 
goods from eastern and north- 
ern part of the country.

from reparations from Japan. 

A Philippine memorandum 
dated Jan. 8, 1955 asked the 
U.S. to reimburse the three 
banks for the confiscated cur- 
rencies. 

The U.S. replied that the 
Philippines memorandum con- 
tained no information which 
would indicate on what legal 
basis it considered the U.S. re- 
sponsible for loss of the cur- 
rencies. 

The U.S. reply also pointed 
out that the Supreme Command 
Allied Powers (SCAP) which 
ruled occupied Japan declined to 
make any restitution because 
the currencies could not be iden- 


ot tified by the banks. 


The U.S.Philippine war dam- 
age commission also had con- 
sidered the claims but found 
there was no provision for such 
payments under the ngres- 
sional Act providing for reha- 
bilitation of the Philippines. 

The Philippine National Bank 
claimed the peso equivalent of 
$245,265;, the Bank of the Phil- 
ippines asked $484,000 and the 
Philippine Bank of Commerce 
claimed $262,600 in pesos. 

The U.S. note said total losses 
arising out of the seizure of 
bank deposits and other credits 
during World War II were esti- 
mated at approximately $7,500,- 
000. Of this amount U.S. milli- 
tary personnel lost $200,000 and 
American civilians and US. 
owned companies lost $1,750,- 
000. Another $5 million repre- 
sented the total payments made 
by banks in the Philippines.

The Indochinese peninsula remains a part of South- 


east Asia where prospects 


for the future are seemingly 


clouded by Communist intrigues and factional dissensions. 

The division of Vietnam into two areas, the Commu- 
nist north and the southern zone under a constitutional 
form of government headed by President Ngo Dinh Diem 
in Saigon, at about 17 degrees N. latitude, is the basis of 
an uneasy peace, not unlike that which exists between 
North and South Korea in the far northeast corner of Asia. 


The Reds have never shown themselves satisfied with 
the agreements entered into and, although no direct at- 
tack has been launched against South Vietnam, the case 
“is otherwise with the adjoining kingdom of Laos. In April 
1953, the Vietnamese Communists, aided by the forces of 
Pathet Lao, a Laotian militant Communist organization, 
invaded the kingdom. An agreement on the cessation 
of hostilities in Laos was reached at the Geneva conference 
in July 1954. A Government of National Union was formed 
toward the end of 1957 and Laos entered upon an era of 
reconstruction. Unfortunately, however, the Reds did not 
keep completely their promises of cooperation, and their 
military forces were only partially incorporated in the 


Royal Laotian army. 


Recently a part of these forces revolted and, in con- 
junction with other malcontents, defied the Laotian Gov- 
ernment. This movement, it is claimed, has had the ac- 
tive support of the Reds across the North Vietnam border. 
A few days ago sharp fighting between Communist-trained 

Uas and loyal Laotian troops was reported near the 

tier town of Samnuea. A communique from Vientiane 

stated that a Laotian military post near Samnuea had been 

destroyed and that another was besieged, and it called on 

Communist North Vietnam to stop aiding the guerrillas 
and interfering in Laotian affairs. 

Meanwhile, Radio Moscow hurled charges at both Laos 
and the United States. It accused the latter of instigating 
the fighting in Laos, and the Vientiane Government of 
starting a civil war “with intent to wipe out all opposition 


elements.” 


The U.S. State Department, in reply, declared 


that the Laotian Government had made it clear that the 
hostile forces attempting to take over two Laotian pro- 
vinces were from North Vietnam, assisted by Pathet Lao

Asia’s New Colonial Power 


Communist China Rushes Millions to Minori ity Areas 


HONGKONG (EP)—The Pei 
ping government is vigorously 
pushing forward the program to 
migrate millions of Chinese in- 
habited by minority national 
ties during the 1958-9 period. 


Already the Chinese of the 
Han race in Sinkiang Province 
alone reach roughly one mil- 
lion, thus representing one-fifth 
of the total population in that 
Mosiem area. Ten years ago 
only two per cent of the total 
population of Sinkiang was 
Chinese. 


The Chinese now living in 
Tibet have reached a total of 
180,000, thus representing one- 
sixth of the native population 
in Tibet Proper. 


All these figures are reached 
by expert quarters here on the 
basis of sporadic Chinese Com- 
munist announcements, scatter- 
ed Communist newspaper and 
news agency reports, as well as 
underground information that 
reach this international listen- 
ing post city of Hongkong con- 
stantly. 

The Chinese pulation in 
Sinkiang, now called the “Uigur 
Autonomous District” because 
there are three million Uigurs 
living there, consists of roughly 
half million agriculturist troops 
and another half million civil- 
lans. Among the civilians there 
are roughly 100,000 party cad- 
res, public functionaries and 
secretarial clerks in the govern- 
ment machine. The rest 400,000 
are Han colonists migrated to 
Sinkiang during the past 10 
years, particularly since last 


year. 
In Full Swing 


The Communist colonizing 
machine went into full swing 
last year, and this year it has 
become a major movement. The 
target area is Kansu and Sin- 
kiang provinces along the pro- 
jected railway to Central Asia, 
two-thirds of which have been 
completed. The secondary tar- 
get areas are Chinghai (Koko 
nor) and Tibet. The main 
source of the migrants this year 
apparently is designated to be 
Honan Province in Central 
North China, where annual 
floods from the Yellow River 
starve the people, and annually 
render them homeless. 

Honan has a population der- 
sity of 276 square kilome- 
ter, while the — 1 in Kansu 
is 42, in Sinkiang 3, in Chinghai 
2, 1½ Tibet 1. Experts in Hong- 
kong expect that four million

II. the “multi-track” system was 
in force. With the introduction 
of democratic ideas into Japa- 
nese education after the war the 
schools changed to the “single- 
track” system. The Funda- 
mental Law prohibits discrimin- 
ation on account of race, creed, 
sex, social status, economic posi- 
tion or family origin.

Nine years’ compulsory edu- 
cation from the age of six is 
provided for—six years in the 
elementary schools and three 
years in lower secondary schools 
and from these latter students 
have the opportunity to pass on 
to upper secondary schools, col- 
leges, universities and graduate 
schools.

Typhoon Season Ahead

A mountain of difficult domes- 
tic problems are awaiting Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi who 
is scheduled to return to To- 
kyo Tuesday from a month- 
long tour of 11 countries of the 
world, 

A virtual summer recess has 
been called in the political battle 
on the revision of the Japan- 
US. Security Treaty. 

But the issue is expected to 
flare up again as soon as Sep- 
tember starts. 

The tacit 
among Libera |l-Democratic 
leaders is that the new pact 
will be signed before the end 
of this year and presented to 
the regular Diet session early 
next year for ratification. 

The first phase of the battle 
between the Government Party 
and Socialist Party backed by 
labor unions will be marked by 
desperate appeals by both sides 
for 28 support of their 
stands, 

The Government Party, how- 
ever, has yet to unify views 
within its own camp, simultane- 
ously fighting opposition from 
the outside. 

Meanwhile, the militant Japan 
Teachers Union will stand in 
the way of the Kishi Admini- 
stration by putting up another 
spirited fight against the en- 
forcement of the teachers" effici- 
ency rating system even before 
the start of the Extraordinary 
Diet session next month. 

On the Diet floor, Kishi must 
stand face-to-face with inveterate 
Socialist questioners on South 
Vietnamese reparations prob- 
lem. 

The Socialists are expected to 
concentrate their energy on the 
struggle against the ratification 
of the reparations agreement. 

Observers predict that longer 
than a half of the Diet session 
lasting a month and a half will 
be taken up with the debate on 
the reparations. 

At a general convention held 
early this week in Fukuoka, the 
Japan Postal Workers Union 

(Zentei) reelected three union 
officials who had been dismis- 
sed by the Government. 

The Government has long re- 
fused to hold collective negotia- 


tions with the union on the 
ground that these officials are 
not legally qualified to repre 
sent it. 

It also conditioned the ratific- 
ation of Article 87 of the In- 
ternational Labor Organization 
treaty affirming the rights of 
Government workers upon the 
ouster of the three Zentei of- 
ficials. 

The Government is expected 
to counter the union's offensive 
with the adoption of a “tough” 
line. 

The union is also expected to 
retaliate with various harassing 
tactics such as refusal of over 
time work through the busiest 
mail season of the year to come, 

The planned sale of the Na- 
tiomal Railways’ Shime coal 
mine and the selection of the 


main fighter plane for the Ar 


Self-Defense Force are two 
other issues packed with pos- 
sibilities of political explosion. 


With the difficult political sea- 


son in sight, rebellious elements 
in the Government Party are 
reported already tallking about 
a deal with Kishi, according to 
which Kishi will commit him- 
self as to when he will retire in 
return for their cooperation to 
be offered in pushing through 
the revision of the Security 
Treaty. 

Meanwhile, the belief of the 
Government and party leaders 
that. his current overseas trip 
would create a “Kishi boom” 
appears to have been mistaken. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Etsu- 
saburo Shiina and other close 
followers of Kishi are racking 
their brains, drafting an air- 
port statement that when read 
by Kishi upon his return home 
will give a good impression of 
the results of his trip. 

The date for Kishi’s return 
has been delayed one 
until Aug. 11. A segment of 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party made is suggest 
sarcastically that Kishi delay 
his return lest the boxing bout 
in Tokyo between the world 
fiyweight champion, Pascual 
Perez, and Japanese challenger 
Kenji Yonekura, slated for Aug.

I do not read Japanese and 
I have not had the textbook in 
question translated, but I do 
have translations of the several 
studies which are the source of 
controversy. 

First of all, I do not feel that 
this survey information is 
suitable for inclusion in a mid- 
dle- school or high-school text- 
book. These students are not 
usually mentally and emotional- 
ly able to interpret such 
material as it is meant to be 
interpreted. (This is not to in- 
fer that all college or university 
students haVe such ability). 

However, the question of 
secondary textbooks, their use 
in the schools, and payment of 
rebates, is one better answered 
by ‘he publishers and teachers 
involved. ‘ 

When one turns to the article 
in question, and the persons in- 
volved in the controversy over 
this, one sees some interesting 
behavior. For instance, several 
days ago an Associated Press 
article stated that authorities at 
Todai had not heard of the Ja- 
pan Sociclogical Society. This 
sounds like sheer nonsense.

One of the main problems 
then, is that of the audience to 
which this material is to be 
presented, and I have already 
giv.1 some indication of my 
views on this. 

In regard to the validity of 
the scale, the sample, etc. I 


ps think that Sociologist (Ameri- 


cans, at least) are certainly far 
more aware of the defects of 
these than others, and con- 
stantly attempt to make them 
more reliable.
